Re-Christening Due. 

A Non-partisan member of the 
Legislature has been repudiating 
the Non-partisan administration 
of North Dakota. There is, he de- 
clares, no relationship between 
the organization in this Province, 
or what is left of it, and the cr- 
ganization that has landed North 
Dakota in the financial morass. 

The inclination to cut loose can 
be understood. Townleyism is no 
jonger something to tie to. It has 
rin its eourse, and wound up in 
the swamp where such socialistic 
movements end. With Dakota 
banks going broke so fast that 
the state official refuses to an- 
nounee the failures, #t would seem 
to be a good time for the Alberta 
Non-partisans to humt around for 
another naine. 


Sir Henry Drayton has been 
pointing out to a Montreal aud- 
jence that by purchasing in the 
United States things which could 
be bought in Canada, or done 
without, Canadians are keeping 
their dollar below par in the re 
public, and thus increasing the 
cost of what they buy there 

Then what is the matter with 
the Canadian manufacturer that 
he cannot cut under the prices of 
his U.S. eompetitors and run 
them out of the Canadian market? 
If the Canadian people are doub!l- 
ng the protective feature of the 
tariff by bearing down the pur- 
chasing power of their dollars in 
the United States, they are giving 
the Canadian manufacturer that 
much more chance to capture the 
home market without any altera- 
tions in the 'tariff schedules 

Sir Henry, of course, is seeking 
to lay the foundation argument 
for an upward revision of the 
tariff, But what he is really do- 
ing .is to show that there is no 
need for anything of the kind 
as a means of helping the Cana 
dian manufacturer. 


The Fordney Bill et Al. 

The Republicans are losing no 
time in applying their trade 
theory. A special session of Con- 
gress is called for April 11th. 


The Fordney bill is to be resur- | 


rected and rushed through, fol- 
lowed by an anti-dumping bill, 
and that by a general boost of the 
customs’ duties all along the line. 


By the time that program has | 


been worked through, the alleged 
necessity of raising the Canadian 
tariff to keep U. 5. goods out of 
this country is likely to be pretty 
well demolished. ‘he Fordnev 
bill is directiy aimed at keeping 
Canadian farm products out of the 
United States. The anti-dumping 
bill and general tariff revision 
will shut out Canadian manufae- 
tured goods. 

In the large way Canada must 
do its buying where it does its 
selling. We must pay for cur pur- 
chases abroad with what we sell 
abroad. If the United States 
closes the doors to what Canada 
has to sell, it will automatically 
eut off a large part of the buying 
Which Canadians now do in th 
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to pay up. 


Better Than ‘‘The Average.”’ 


A Toronto doctor was sued for 
having left a sponge in 2 wound 
after an operation. The court de- 
cided that the doctor had shown 
‘‘more than the average surgical 
skill,’’ amd had ‘‘performed the 
operation in an expeditious and 
skillful manner.’’ From whieh it
